As an answer to this problem the 
government is asking the people to 
invest in savings bonds of one pound 
value each. No interest will be paid 
on these bonds; but an amount equal 
to 4 percent on the outstanding 
bonds will be awarded in prizes each 
year to the bond holders. Draws will 
be held quarterly, and in each draw 
every bond holder will have one 
chance to win a prize for every bond 
fe holds. The prizes will vary in 
value from 20 pounds to 1000 pounds 
each, | 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Har- 
old MacMillan says that this is not 
a lottery because the bonds are guar- 
anteed by the government and. 
whether the holders win prizes or 
not, they can always be cashed at 
face value after they are a year old. 

This is true as far as it goes; but | 
it doesn't tell the whole story. The | 
people who put their money into! 
these bonds are not required to gam- 


, ble with the money they put in; but 
the atomic or hydrogen bomb are, 


they are required to gamble with the 
interest on that money, and they | 
have no choice in the matter. The 
only difference between this and 
any other lottery is that the pur- 
chasers of these bonds have a bet- 
ter chance of winning, for all the | 
money that goes into this gamble will | 
be paid out in prizes. No rake-off | 
will be taken by the sponsors, 

We have no doubt that this plan 
will appeal to the gambling instincts | 
of the people. But this is the first. 
time we ever heard of anyone trying | 
to encourage people to save by 
tempting them to gamble. 

The people will have a lot of fun | 
looking forward to the prizes they | 
hope to win, and the hpe will be re- | 
vived every three months. But what 
effect will it have on the people | 
themselves? It will endanger in their | 
minds the belief that the prizes they | 
hope to win, and the hope will be re- 
earnings of the money they have 
saved, but are the easy profits to be 
made in gambling. 

No country ever did or ever can 
teach its people thrift and industry | 
in that way. The lesson the British | 
government should be impressing on ! 
the people is that money saved and 
invested can be made to add to the 
wealth of the whole country and to | 
the prosperity of all the people - 
something that gambling in lotteries 
can never do.

THE PLAN 


The plan provides for the erection of an addition 
to the present Didsbury Municipal Hospital of a 10-bed 
Maternity Wing, complete with nursery, labor room 
and case room on the ground floor. The basement to 
contain a Matron’'s suite and twelve rooms for the staff. 


FACTS AND FIGURES 


In 1944, the Didsbury Municipal Hospital District 
was formed, consisting of 425,380 acres. Since that 
time 42,380 acres have been added by the Department 
of Health order and Town of Carstairs. 

The population of the Didsbury Municipal Hos- 
pital District is 6,000. Federal and Provincial authori- 
ties are agreed that a hospital should have seven beds 
for every 1,000 of its population within the area served. 
Your hospital has 4 beds per 1,000 population. The 
proposed new wing will make available 6 beds per 
1,000 population. 

In 1951, the beds were occupied to 874 per cent of 
capacity. (Normal rate is 75 per cent of capacity.) The 
first six months of 1956, bed occupancy was 92 per cent 
of capacity. 

In hard facts, what this really means is: that from 
January 1952, until now, the waiting room in the hos- 
pital has been used as a Children’s Ward; during the 
cold winter months your doctors and nursing staff were 
obliged on occasion to nurse six patients in a four-bed 
ward, nurse two patients in single-bed private wards, 
nurse pneumonias alongside surgical cases with the 
risk of infecting fresh wounds. 


OUT-PATIENT FACILITIES 


During 1955, your hospital looked after not only 
961 in-patients, but also 1200 out-patients. At present 
your hospital has no facilities of any kind for the ex- 
amination of the 1200 out-patients. Examinations 
have to be conducted either in the Waiting Room, so 
often in use as a ward, or in the corridor, or as a last 
resort, in the Labor Room, which of course should be 
reserved for the conduct of maternity cases and not for 
purposes mentioned above. 


THE PURPOSE 

To provide the best hospital and nursing services 
for the Ratepayers and their dependents in the district, 
and to ensure that there is a hospital bed available at 
any time for anyone in the district requiring hospitali- 
zation. 

The prime necessities are for: (1) an increase in 
the total bed space of some 8-10 beds; (2) provision of 
reasonable facilities for (a) examination of out- 
patients, (b) treatment of minor wounds and minor 


surgery, which constitutes a large part of any hos- -

WHY VOTE ON THE PLAN? 

The Municipal Hospital Act requires 
that those who reside in the Hospital Dis- 
trict shall themselves decide whether or 
not they wish a hospital addition to be 
built. To do this a vote is taken to record 
the number for and against the by-law. 
A two-thirds majority of those voting is 
required before the by-law is approved. 
Therefore, every ratepayer should take a 
lively interest in the matter, studying the 
many points in favor of the scheme, and 
make sure that his vote is cast in support 
of this important matter of public welfare.

Because the present operating and nursing ac- 
commodation for expectant mothers and their children, 
the future generation, is not near adequate, - the 
Didsbury hospital board has decided that the solution 
for hospital accommodation is to build a new 
maternity wing attached to the east end of the present 
hospital. This scheme will release some 8 to 10 beds. 
In addition, it will provide you with a room in which 
you can be examined on entering the hospital either as 
an out-patient or an in-patient; it will also provide a 
Minor Operating Room, leaving the larger present- 
day Operating Room clean always, and surgically 
sterile for the conduct of surgical operations, 486 of 
which were performed in your hospital last year. It 
will provide a room in which patients may wait for 
X-ray (875 of which were done in your hospital last 
year) and for Laboratory investigations (1,302 of which 
were done in your hospital last year). 


The extension will also, in its basement, provide 
adequate room for the professional nursing staff, who 
require as minimum facilities the privacy of a single- - 
bed room, a dining room of their own and a room in 
which they may pass their few leisure hours in some 
comfort and to which they may invite their friends. 
This hospital is, after all, the home of these girls for 
the months and years during which they serve you 
when sickness occurs. 


The addition of staff quarters will release the 
Isolation suite for the treatment of Isolation cases. 


THE COST 


The 1956 assessment of the Didsbury Municipal 
Hospital District is approximately $7,000,000.00. 


The debentures repayment, including interest on 
$98,000.00 will be $8,024.00 per year for 20 years. 


One and a quarter mills on the above assessment 
will raise $8,109.25. This means if you own property 
assessed at $6,000.00 it will cost you $7.50 in taxes per 
year. This is not a large amount to pay for the extra 
facilities provided. 


CONSTRUCTION GRANTS 

The Dominion and Provincial Governments have 
combined to give Construction Grants amounting to 
$1,500.00 per bed for all new hospital construction.
